PUBLIC REALIZES ITS 
GREAT MAGNITUDE 


London, Aug. 5.—Great Britain has 
declnr J war on Germany. 
Th 
momentous decision of the Brit­ 
ish government, for which the whole 
world has been waiting, came before 
the expiration of the time limit set by 
Great 
Britain in lier ultimatum to 
Germany 
demanding a satisfactory 
reply on the subject of Belgian neu­ 
trality. 
Germany's reply was the summary 
rejection of the request that Belgian 
neutrality should be respected. 
The British ambassador at Berlin 
thereupon received his passports and 
the British government notified Ger­ 
many that a state of war existed be­ 
tween the two countries. 
It first was announced that Ger­ 
many had declared war on Great Brit­ 
ain, but this was due to an error in 
the adm iralty’ s statement. 
The Brit­ 
ish foreign office issued the following 
statem ent: 
“Owing to the summary rejection 
by the German government of the re­ 
quest made by his Britanic majesty’s 
government that the neutrality of Bel­ 
gium should be respected his majes­ 
ty s ambassador ut berlin has receiv­ 
ed Ilia passports and his m ajesty’s 
government has declared to the Ger­ 
man government that a state of war 
exists between Great Britain and Ger­ 
many from ll p. rn., Aug. 4." 
All Europe is now in arms. 
On the 
one hand Austria-Hungary and Ger­ 
many are opposed by Russia, France 
and Great Britain, Servia and .Monte­ 
negro. 
Italy has declared her neutrality, 
but is mobilizing. 
Belgium, Hoi land

German demand that the Belgium 
government should permit the free 
passage of German troops through 
Belgium was answered by hasty prep­ 
arations to resist such an advance 
across Belgium territory. 
Sweden has made no answer to in­ 
quiries from Russia and Germany re­ 
garding her attitude, but is prepar­ 
ing to defend her neutrality. 
Japan is making ready to live up 
to her alliance with Great Britain in 
case of certain eventualities.
